FIGHTING fund has been opened by 
the Dublin employers in view of the 
present labour crisis, which was discussed 
at a representative public meeting of em- 
ployers at the Engineers’ Hall, Dawson 
street, yesterday. It was pointed out that, 
although the question of wages and condi- 
tions of employment was not involved, the 
commerce and industry of the city were 
menaced by a claim of one union to dictate 
what men shall be employed. 3 
If this claim were conceded, it was 
pointed out, the employers would become 
recruiting agents for one particular union. 
The coal trade was the only one involved 
at present, but if the merchants sur- 
rendered in this dispute, other employers 
would have to submit one after the other. 
For that reason the employers have decided 
to take common action and support the 
coal merchants. '

HISTORY OF THE CRISIS. 


Mr. Charles McGloughlin, the chairman of 
J. and C. McGloughlin, Ltd., who presided, 
recalled that a meeting of Dublin employers 
was held in Mevaiaber tei at a time of crisis 
in the cross-Channel shipping. That crisis 
was brought about by the Workers’ Union 
dictating as to whose goods should be 
handled on the cross-Channel trade and 
whose should not. The union gent a depu- 
tation to one of the largest firms in the city 
and told them that their men would have to 
oin that union, or none of their goods would 
be shipped to or from Dublin. To. meet the 
crisis a committee called a meeting of 
employers together to support the shippers, 
and a pledge was agreed to that the em- 
nlove. of Dublin would insist on having 
their legitimate instructions carried out by 
their employés. 

The same committee called together the 
present meeting under very similar circum- 
stances. The emergency committee had since 
November last neld a great many meetings 
and had secured a large number of signa- 
tures to the pledge agreed to, and they had 
:.-engthened and consolidated some of the 
smaller trade organisations. One result of 
the committee’s activities was that the coal 
ewners of Dublin are now ninety-nine per 
eent. organised. A trade with ninety-nine 
per cent. of its members organised was 
worthy of the support of the commercial 
community of Dublin. (Hear, hear.) 


REASON FOR EMPLOYERS’ ACTION. 

He was sure that everyone of those present 
was familiar with the numerous dislocations 
of business for the last twelve months 
through the interference of the Workers’ 
Union with other workers. That, and not 
any trouble between employers and employés, 
was the cause of the dislocation of business. 
The culmination came with the absolute 
refusal on the part of the Workers’ Union to 
do any work in the coal industry with mem- 
bers of the Transport Workers’ Union. In 
those circumstances the coal merchants 
decided to stop business until the dispute 
between the two unions was in some way 
adjusted. There was no prospect of such an 
ajustment, and it was now up to the 
employers to take a hand in the adjustment 
in another way. 

The chief of. the Workers’ Union. had 
announced, both in public and in conference 
with the coal employers that no members of 
his union will be allowed to work in the coal 
trade with any Transport. Union man. He 
was quite at liberty to say that, but he went 
further, and by intimidation and assault of 
the grossest kind, he was endeavouring to 
prevent other workers of any descripion 
doing the work that.ke would not allow his 
own men to do. 


TAKING GONTROL. 

In October last the attitude of the same 
individual was to take certain employers one 
by one and force their men into his union. 
His plan was to make use of the em loyers 
as recruiting agents for his union. it was 
obvious that his next step would be to force 
any employer to carry out his. orders in the 
conduct of his business. He thought he had 
sufficient strength in the shipping industry 
to force his demands, and, having secure 
that key industry, to control the whole indus- 
tries of the city. But coal was an even more 
vital industry, so that the position to-day 
was exactly similar to what it was in 
November last, only perhaps more dangerous. 

“ His object is obvious from all the actions 
of his union: to control the industries of the 
city, then those of the country, and, finally, 
the country itself. It as evident that anyone 
who controls the industries of a country con- 
trols the country. I am confident, however, 
that the peo,": of this country, the em- 
ployers and workers alike, who have sacri- | 
ficc] so much to wrest the government of 
the country from a friendly neighbour, are 
not going to let it fall into the hands 
of an individual, a dictator of the 
most reactionary kind. | apes ———

FINANCIAL SUPPORT. 

On the last occasion of a meeting of the 
kind the employers of Dublin were asked for 
nothing more than their moral support. Now 
they would be asked for their financial sup- 
port in addition. The present position was 
very serious; indeed, the situation was more 
acute than ever hefore, and they would have 
to put their pockets, as well as their backs 
and their hearts, into coping with it. 


THE RESOLUTION. 
MR. DAVID BARRY ON THE 
DICTATORSHIP. 


Mr. David Barry, managing director of the 
British and Irish Steam Packet Company, 
proposed the first resolution, which was as 
oiiows — ' 

- “é That this meeting of Dublin em- 
ployers, having learned of the conditions 
which at present exist in connection with 
the coal industry, created by the action 
of the Workers’ Union of Ire'and by its 
refusal to work with members of other 
unions, and regarding the position as one 
of great public importance tor the trade of 
the city and country, Mam - ES 
organised support to employers an . 
mis I ba so that liberty of action 
should be secured for employers and 
labour, irrespective of the union to which 
any worker may belong.” 

Mr. Barry said that it was unnecessary to 
remind his audience of the very serious situa- 
tion which had existed in the docks in October 
and November last, and of the result of the 
solidarity of employers on that occasion. 
Since then there had been no trouble in the 
docks so far as the cross-Channel trade was 
oncerned. The only thing that had been 
insisted on by the employers was that the men 
should carry out the instructions of their 
employers. The employers, on the other hand, 
hed catviod out the agreement with the men— 
a fair day’s pay on fair conditions for a fair 
day's work. 

LIBERT/ OF ACTION.

“ We say,” said Mr. Barry, “the working- 
man must have liberty of thought and liberty 
of action; but it is not-the business of the 
employer or .to 
dictate what union he shall belong to." 

The employers claimed the same liberty and 
the same right to organise themselves for the 
same protection against. tyranny and 
Bolshevism. 

NO WAGE ISSUE. | 

The same trouble occurred in the Fish 
Market, in the carriers’ dispute, and in other 
trades, and it had happened. in Rourke’s 
bakery. Now they had trouble in the coal 
trade. The Workers’ Union refused to allow 
their men to deliver coal to Rourke's bakery 
on the ground that the men in that bakery 
would not work with members of the Trans- 
port Union. 

The coal trade said to the Workers’ Union 
that they would not tolerate any interference 
with their work, and that their men would 
have to deliver coal to the places ordered. 
They said that if the men did not do so they

Dealing with the trouble that led eventually 
to the closing of the yards, Mr, Barry said 
that the coal merchants could have taken the 
line of least resistance and said that only 
members of the Workers' Union were entitled 
to work in their employment; but, realising 
their onerous responsibility, they said: “ No; 
we cannot interfere between two unions,"’ 

On previous occasions it had been necessary 
for employers and for the public to resist the 
claims of organised labour to unreason- 
able rates of wages .or conditions 
of‘ work. Upon ‘this occasion there 
was no such issue. The ‘events which 
compelled the coal merchants to suspend 
their business—and which now threatened to 
paralyse the entire commercial life of 
Dublin—had nothing to do with wages or 
conditions of work. . They arose entirely 
from a series of domestic disputes and 
rivalries between the Irish Transport 
Workers’ Union and the new organisation 
formed ard led by Mr. James Larkin. 


“ DICTATORSHIP.” 

The resolution which he had . submitted 
stated that Mr. Larkin’s union refused to 
work with members of other unions. In 
other words, that Mr. Larkin demands the 
right to become the sole Jictator of the 
wage-earners of Dublin. If that claim 
succeeds, not only the workers, but the 
public, could be held to ramsom by the 
decree of ah individual. 

“ Such a claim we will not admit, whoever 
the individual may be,” said Mr. Barry. 
“It is our intention to resist it at any 
cost. 
“We have had our disputes—sometimes 
very serious and bitter disputes—with the 
rg “w Workers’ Union. We shall prob- 
ably have similar disputes again. But we 
recognise that the Transport Workers’ 
Union, however unreasonable its leaders may 
be on occasions, stands for constitational 
methods. It is a body recognised by the 
Irish Labour Party ee the Trades Union 
Congress. Not only are we prepared to deal 
with that particular body, but with any 
other union which is similarly organised. ”' 

They had now arrived at the point when 
not alone the employers, but the. working 
men and citizens, of Dublin must face the 
issue raised by Mr. Larkin. . The moment 
had come to decide clearly and finally be- 
tween anarchy and order, That was the 
only isgue at stake. Whatever else might be 
charged against the employers of Dublin, it 
could not be suggested that they desired a 
conflict with any labour organisation. They 
knew how serious the result might be for 
many of them who were hardly able to hold 
out against existing adverse trade conditions. 


_ A ROUND TABLE CONFERENCE. 

Their vital interest was to strain every 
point for peaceful co-operation with the 
workers in the work of rebuilding the in- 
dustrial and commercial life of their country. 
But there was a price which neither they, 
nor the citizens generally, could afford to 
ay. They would not sacrifice their reason- 
able freedom within the Constitution. They 
would not parley with claims to dictatorship, 
not would they postpone their claim to the 
measure of freedom which was absolutely 
necessary to the conduct of their commercia! 
and public affairs. When that claim was 
conceded by Mr. Larkin the present crisis 
would be at an-end, and they could resume 
the discussion of other matters. 
He would like to refer to the proposal re- 
cently made by Mr. John Good in the Dail. 
Mr. Good suggested a round table conference 
between the employers and the representa- 
tives of labour, at which their mutual diffi- 
culties might be frankly discussed. The 
Leader of the Labour Party had publicly 
accepted that proposal, and he (Mr. Barry) 
was confident that every person in that hall 
hoped that means would found, without 
delay, to bring the conference into being. 
It was by such means, and not by revolu- 
ticnary methods, that they could secure 
national stability, and the welfare, both of 
wage-earners and employers. 


PEACE WANTED. | 
“ We seek peace,” added Mr. Barry. ‘“‘ We 
shall use every means, short of surrender 
to a dictatorship, to secure peace. The im- 
mediate issue 1s for the members of Mr. 
Larkin’s Union. We have nothing to con- 
cede on that issue.”’ 
It was no fiery cross that he was putting 
before them. e realised the very serious 
ness of the position, and he wanted in- 
dividual employers to realise their responsi- 
bilities as well. Mr. Larkin, by organising 
his men, had been able to tie up the coal 
trade in Dublin, with the result that 
the poor to-day were. suffering unduly. 
What coal was being delivered to- 
day was being paid for by the poor 
at ransom prices. The “ profiteering " that 
existed to the poor for their daily needs 
was something deplorable. 
The gravity of the position was very 
‘serious, but there was a silver cloud, and 
that silver cloud rested entirely with the 
employers. He wanted to put it to them 
with all the earnestness that he could com- 
mand that the time had arrived for the 
organisation of employers in Dublin, and. 
unless employers did come together in their 
mutual interests such things as the coal 
trouble, the bakers’ dispute, the shipping 
dispute and a hundred and one other disputes 
that were in the offing would occur from time 
to time. They must be ready for unconstitu. 
tional attack when it came. 
Thev had no objection to Mr. Larkin as 
an individual or to eny individual organisa- 
tion of men as a trade union, but they did 
object to Mr. Larkin’s Bolshevist methods, 
because he had admitted that he was leading 
the workers of Dublin by Soviet money from 
Russia. That was one of the most momentous 
occasions on which employers had ever met. 
He thought that they were doing their best 
guide the of State and 
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ESTERDAY, after two months of 
negotiation, the ‘contract for the 
Shannon hydro-ele ‘ric scheme was signed 
at Government Buildings. The contract, 
which involves the expenditure of

Having signed the contract, the Govern- 
ment now is faced with the problem of 
finding the money for the project. It 
seems to be the opinion of the Minister 
for Finance that the Government will not 
need to go a-borrowing before. another nine 
or ten months have élapsed. It may be 
recalled that in May last the Dail passed 
a resolution imposing two charges on the 
Central Fund. The first provided for the 
making of advances not exceeding 
£5.200,000 to a separate fund, which will 
be established for the purposes of the 
scheme. - The second charge on the Central 
Fund related to “the sums: which the 
Exchequer may borrow for the purpose of 
the separate fund. 

THE INTEREST. 

President Cosgrave stated at the time that 
the interest on. the securities issued . would 
“bear a very close relation to what has to 
be paid in the matter of the issue of National 
loan.” Pressed to state whether he meant 
51 per cent, the President said that it would 
be "something like that.” In the event of 
a more favourable financial market arising in 
the meantime, he added, it might be lower. 

Mr. Blythe on the same occasion said that 
to raise £5,220,000 over three or four years— 
that is the pr?posal—would not present ‘‘ the 
slightest difBculty.” He mentioned that in 
the first. vear of the scheme the expenditure 
would be about £600,000, in the second year 
£700,000, and in the third year something 
higher. 


A GOOD THING. 
He declared that it was very good to be in 
a position to borrow for capital expenditure.

It remains to be seen in the next 
six or teh months to what extent the 
Minister's optimism has been justified. 


COSSACKS IN BELFAST. 


ATTEND OPENING 
PERFORMANCE. 


Four thousand people witnessed the 
Cossack troupe’s ppening performance last 
i at the Balmoral Show Grounds, Bel- 
ast. 

The Cossacks were due to arrive in Belfast 
at 11.30 a.m. yesterday, but did not reach 
the city until. 1 o'clock, The special train 
in which they travelled from Dublin had 
been held up at various points in order that 
it might not interfere with ordinary through 
trains and local traffic. 

The belated arrival, unfortunately, en- 
tailed a departure from the street parade, as 
originally maligne yr However, the Cossacks 
paraded some of the principal streets, includ- 
ing Victoria street, Royal avenue and High 
street, in the centre of the city. Dense 
crowds lined the side walks, and were much 
impressed with the spectacular turn-out of 
the Cossacks, to whom they accorded a great 
reception, 

In the show grounds later, the daring and 
skilled horsemanship of the riders thrilled 
the spectators, who were most demonstrative 
in their applause. The singing of the choir 
and the dancing won whole-hearted apprecia- 
tion. 

The Cossacks are remaining in Belfast 
until Monday, giving two performances daily 
during their stay. 


YOUTHFUL BATHERS.

TWO BOYS DROWNED IN THE

_ Two, fatal bathing accidents occurred in 
Northern Ireland on Wednesday evening, the 
victims in each case being boys aged sixteen. 

William John, Shanks, of Shankhill street, 
Lurgan, was drowned in the County Council 
quarry at Taghnevan, near Lurgan. He had | 
been swimming with seven or eight boys of 
about his own age, and had left his clothes 
on the opposite side of the quarry.

“A HEALTHY CHANGE.” 

“The aspect of the whole position has 
changed to such a degree that. we are now 
prepared. to give out supplies of coal to 
any quantity. ‘This we were, not prepared 
to do-up to to-day. Altogether it is a very 
healthy change.’’ 

This statement was made by a prominent 
member of the Coal Merchants’ Associa- 
tion, who was speaking officially to an 
[rish Times representative last night. 

They did not know, however, he added, 
in warning, one day ahead what was going 
to happen or what change might occur in 
the situation. i 

For the present, he continued, the Coal 
Merchants' Association would confine itself 
to opening its yards for the supply of coal. 


BIG STOCKS OF COAL. 

The stocks of coal belonging to the 
merchants in the Association in the different 
yards and wharves in the city are very great, 
mostly on account of the accumulation during 
the last five or six weeks. They are quite 
sufficient to last for a long period at this 
time of the year. Of course there will, he 
said, be big demands on the Association for 
large quantities of coal, but there are still

ing nearly ten thousand tons of coal, awaiting 
their turn to be unloaded. 

The Association, which is acting for the 
present on behalf of the coal merchants of 
the city, has been, and is now, receiving a 
considerable number of big orders. Many of 
these come from public departments. 

The householders, of course, were unable 
for the last few weeks to get any coal at all 
at any price, because the hawkers had not 
been able to get supplies after the first wee 
or two from either the couple of small 
merchants outside the Association or from the 
neighbouring ports. 


WORKERS WHO ARE WANTED.

he Association. had already received: 
several. hundreds of applications for employ- 
ment ‘dn thé ‘ships and in the yards. ~ The 
men~ who were at present etigaged in the 
work were experienced “ diggers,’’ and they 
wanted only such suitable men.

“These men,” he emphasised, “will have 
no eXcuse for charging exorbitant prices, as 
they -have been doing, because we “will: give 
them the coal at a reasonable price.”’ 

The high prices they did charge, he re- 
marked, were not so outlandish, when it was 
considered that often they had to get their 
supplies from a country district at big ex- 
agen rg: even in the city they paid heavily 
or what they got. 


NO DISTURBANCES. a 

The work of unloading the colliers lying 
undischarged in the harbour is proceeding, 
and no disturbances of any. kind have, so far, 
taken place. 

, The work of clearing two'vessels concluded 
last night,. when they both departed for 
England. 

The men engaged on these will start dis- 
charging two other ships to-day. one in. the 
Custom House Docks, for Messrs. Nicholl, and 
. the ‘other at “Ringsend. 

Altogether of the twenty colliers held up 
when the coal yards were first closed, only 
fourteen now remain undischarged. Four of 
these, it will be remembered, were despatched 
for other destinations during the first week. 

The delay in discharging these colliers has 
entailed: the merchants im considerable’ ex- 
pense. 

A strong force of Civic Guards were on 
duty at both docks again yesterday, and jt is 
understood that this precautionary measure 
will be continued for some time. -

ANOTHER DUBLIN FIRE. 


DOCK MILLING PREMISES. 
INVOLVED. 


A consderable amount of damage was 
caused by an outbreak of fire in the premises 
of the Dock Milling: Company, Barrow street, 
Dublin, early this morning. 

The fire originated in the central portion 
of* the building—on the third. floor, which 
is used as a sifting loft. The screen-man 
working in an adjacent portion of the build- 
ing observed smoke isstiing from a room 
used as a store. The Fire Brigade was 
summoned, and on arrival found the place 
already well ablaze, but they succeeded in 
getting the outbreak under control. The 
roof of the portion affected could not be 
saved, and it dell in, but the firemen were 
able to prevent the’ fire from extending to 
the screen room and other portions of the 
building. 

A night staff was working in the mill 
for the first time for some. weeks past, and 
its presence led to the discovery of the fire. 
The damage is not expected to cause any 
very lengthy cessation of work.

HAT is the casualty list reported as 

the result of a terrible accident. to 

the Boulogne express, which left Paris 

yesterday afternoon at three o'clock and 
was wrecked at Amiens, 

The wrecked train, which was carrying 
first, second; and third-class passengers, 
was a relief to the regular boat train for 
first. and second-class passengers only, 
which leaves the Gare du Nord at fotir 
o'clock, and the passengers, therefore, for 
the most part were travellers to the 
French coast resorts, but included a 
sprinkling of third-class passengers from 
England. 

RELIEF WORK. 

The accident. was due to the excessive 
speed -of the train, which entered the 
station at about 65 miles an hour, instead 
of the usual 26, with the result that the 
sudden application of the brakes caused 
the engine to jump the points. It left 
the rails, as did also a luggage van and 
seven third-class coaches. These were 
telescoped into a crumbling mass of wood- 
work. 

The scene was appalling. Relief parties 
were immediately organised, and they 
were at work for hours extricating the 
killed and injured. 

Eight bodies. were reeovered from the 
foremost coaches, as well as about fifty 
injured, who were taken to the hospitals 
in Amiens. | 

The damage to the permanent way was 
extensive, and the" main artery between

M. BRIAND SEES THE WRECK. 

The anxiety was nly allayed by the 
arrival of the boat express, with M. 
Briand and his companions on board. 

It appeared that the express arrived 
at Amiens . few minutes after the acci- 
dent, and ' was hald ap outside the 
station for a long time while the injured 
were being removed from the wreckage. 

At length the boat express was shunted 
on to the only track which could be used, 
and slowly hauled through the station, 
showing to the horrified passengers the 
results of one of the worst accidents in 
France for a long time. 


FIRE EXTINGUISHED. 
From ' Tug Tres ” CORRESPONDENT. 
PARIS, Thursday. 

The express failed to take the points 
just outside Amiens Station and ran off 
the line while travelling at 60 miles an 
hour. The engine. tender and nine 
carriages were piled one on top of another 
and completely wrecked, but mercifully a 
fire, which broke out among the débris, 
was speedily extinguished. i 

Although this express is not a boat- 
train, it is believed that a number of 
British tourists were among the 
passengers. The Central Hospital at 
Amiens reports that it has about 60 
persons in the hospital, who were injured 
in the accident. Among them there is a 
Scotsman, Mr. James Nicholson, described 
as about 40 years of age. He is said to be 


the only British subject among the Killed 


and injured. 


CRIES OF THE INJURED. 
From Revter’s Corresponpents. 
AMIENS, Thursday. 
From what can be gathered here, the ill- 
fated express left Paris on time, but pas- 
sengers would seem to have remarked 
upon the excessive speed of the train. 
When the train dashed into Amiens 
Station the wheels of the engine ap- 


-parently jumped the points. “The tender 


then left the rails, dragging with it the 
first eleven coaches. The other derailed 
coaches bumped over the permanent way 
until they were partially telescoped. 

The gtiard’s van behind the engine was 
reduced to splinters...

LORD LONDONDERRY 
AND COAL CRISIS. 


PLAIN WORDS TO. 
MR. COOK. 


HOW BRITAIN WOULD 
TREAT TYRANNY,

b gar Marguis of Londonderry, at Plas 


Machynileth last night, discussed the 
coal crisis, and warned Mr. Cook and his 
extremist followers that if they forced a 
revolution the might of the British nation 
would rally to the support of ordered 
government. 

In the threat of a national strike, he 
said, there was hanging over this country 
a menace which he could only compare 
with that of 1914. The British race had 
always known how to deal with a tyranny, 
and, if such a strike were forced, whatever 
it might cost in blood and treasure,, the 
trade unions would be smashed from top 
to bottom. 

He believed, however, that that day of 
evil would not come. If any man could 
bring about peaceful relations between em- 
ployer and employed Mr. Baldwin would 
do it. 3 


The immense population in this country, 
“ord Londonderry, was dependent on 
good government, not only for its higher 
advahce in civilisation, bút for its ~aterial 
existence, and it mu be appreciated that u 
t..e wheels of the machine of daily existence 
became ‘clogged, or even arrested, this 
country would be brought within the verge 
of tne greatest disaster through which the 
humau race could go. That was why he 
wanted them to realise the crisis in which 
this country found itself at the moment. 

As they knew, he was associated with the 
cr ae industry. He was not speaking 
to, them, however, as a coal-owner, but as 
one of t.* citizens of this great Empire, 
possessing the privilege of being a British 
citizen, resident in what he still called the 
United . ingdom. He felt that they owed 
a great debt to Mr. Baldwin, who had a 
proached, the subject of governing thie 
ceuntry like a great many dt his predeces- 
sors—very like Mr. Disraeli. 

We found. ourselves in the middle of a 
crisis, said Lord Londonderry, and there was 
hanging over this country a menace which 
he could only compare with the menace of 
1914. There was a cloud over the com- 
munity, in which there was a difference ot 
opinion  etween the coal-owners and the 
miners. They were the supposed antagonists 
at the moment, but they were only repre- 
seutative of the great struggle which might 
La forced upon us on the question of who 
was going to govern this country; whether 
it was to be governed by the duly elected 
representatives of the people, or by a 
minority which at the moment controlled the 
trade unions—the Communist minority asso- 
ciated with Bolshevism, Internationalism and 
forces which made one shudder to think of. 
That was the struggle in front of the country. 


A NOTE OF WARNING. 


For a moment the cloud was lifted, and he 
ventured to say a few words to those forces 
who appeared to be arrayed in a violently 
militant attitude, not against the coal-owners, 
but against the Government of this country. 
“ We know,” said Lord Londonderry, '“' that 
Mr. Cook speaks daily about a revolution 
He does not realise what a revolution in the 
country means. It would send the hands of 
the clock back hundred, of years, and then 
afterwards we would find ourselves in a posi- 
tion such as. we had never contemplated. Our 
duty, instead of going forward, as we had 
hoped, as the foremost nation in the world, 
would be to bend our backs to repair the 
damage a revolution had done.” 


THREAT OF TYRANNY. 


There had been a threat of a national strike. 
Were anybody's rights and privileges so im- 
portant that the whole nation should be 
brought to the verge of starvation? Was it 
right that a great and free people should be 
subjected to a tyranny of that kind by a sec- 
tion of the community who had the most vital 
forces for the life of the nation in their 
hands? The British race had always known 
how to deal with tyranny. (Cheers.) It 
was only in recent years that the trade 
unions, to which they owed debts of gratitude 
for many reasons, had become dominated by 
minorities who, with the machinery and 
weapons they had at their disposal, were 
setting themselves up as the tyrants of the 
British race. 


THE NATION’S ATTITUDE. 


“The country has now a few months to 
consider the situation, and,” he said, “ I ven- 
ture to tell Mr. Cook that if he believes he 
is going to intimidate the British nation, if 
be believes he is going, with success, to chal- 
lenge the Parliamentary institution which the 
great majority of his people believe in, he will 
very soon find out his mistake. He has found 
already that Mr. Baldwin « prepared to go 
to the fullest lengths he pussibly can, with 
honour to the country, in the direction of 
peace. But the time maygcome—and it ap- 
pears that Mr. Cook is Ra to force that 
time on the Prime Minister—when the 
Government will say: ‘ We have done all we 
can; let. the issue be joined.’ "’ 

If that evil day comes, let us make no 
mistake as to the price that issue will cost. 
Mr. Cook may have his fill of revolution, but 
the revolution will not last very long; and 
am convinced that the great mass of this 
population, imbued as they are with what we 
know as the British spirit, and the whole of 
the British traditions uppermost in their 
minds, will rally to the cause of orderly go- 
vernment. (Cheers.) 

“Whatever it may cost in blood and 
treasure, we shall find that the trade unions 
will be smashed from top to bottom; that 
many of these national forces and services 
will have to begin again from the very bottom 
to achieve the position which they now hold, 
for the good of the community. That is the 
warning that I will give to Mr. Cook and his 
friends, Mc. Cook tells us that he is 
associated with other great leaders of Labour. 
But I am certain of this, that if it comes to 
an issue between Mr. Cook and the British 
Government and the British nationality, we 
shall find every right-thinking Labout man— 
and a great majority are right-thinking meti— 
ranged oh the side of the Government. Not 
the Conservative Government, not the Liberal 
Government, but the Government. of the 
country under His Haiesty the King.” | 

Lord Londonderry, however, expressed the 
conviction that this issue would not, in the 
end, be forced. He was sure that if any man 
could bring about peaceful ‘relations between 
employers. and emvloved Mr. Baldwin could 
do it. In a brief reference to his duties in 
Northern Ireland, Lord Londonderry said 
that there. a great and loyal population, 


‘moved by the same Imperial and social ques--~- 


tions as the people of Great Britain, with 
whom they desired fo remain in ‘close touch, 
were endeavouring to carry on what they were 
proud to know was a portion of Great Britain 
and the British Empire.

In Ireland they were long subordinated to 
England. It had been argued that they had

LEGITIMATE SUBJECTION. 

The principle of ‘self-determination, as & 
subsidiary principle of nationalities, was pot 
an ethically absolute first principle; neither, 
on purely general principles, could they 
reject. the possibility of ome nations being 
legitimatel age to another, In ‘his 
whole problem they should be specially on 
their guard against the tendency to elevate 
what were excellent working empirical prin- 
ciples, born in & certain environment, and 
really suited fully only to that environment, 
to the rank of ethical axioms. If, for 
instance, the question assu@ed the form 
“Does pationality alone, and by itself, an 
at all times, confer an absolute and inde- 
feasible right of full sovereignty’ The 
answer must be—"' No.” on 

Neither nationalism nor the principle of 
the self-determination was an end in itself. 
They could not regard ev brand of 
nationalism as sacrosanct. What he had 
been suggesting was a certain recognition of 
the principle of national self-determination, 
as an empirical working principle, but not as 
an absolute, just principle independent of 
time and circumstances. To make the con- 
cession cf independence a duty on the part of 
the ruler, and on the part of the subject 
nation, tovjustify the to. force, some- 
thing in addition to the possession of a dis- 
tinct nationality was uired. In, and by, 
itself, the most that could be said was that 
nationality was a presumption in favour of 
sovereignty, but it, was only one of the 
factors that gave rise to this presumption.

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FEVER IN KILRUSH. | 


TOWN WITHOUT WATER OR | 


SANITATION. 


It was reported to last Wednesday 's meet- 
ing of the Clare County Board oí Health that 
for years past Kilrush had been visited an- 
hually by an outbreak of fever, the direct 
result of the want of a water supply and the 
most eleméntary public sanitation. has 
broken ont in a more virulent form than ever 
this year, 

A doctor told the Board that the conditions 
in the town could be paralleled only in Russia 
or the Far East. ia ah of the last four 
years, to his knowledge, Kilrush had been 
visited by typhus, typhoid, diphtheria, scarlet 
fever and m ere are now six cases 
of typhoid in the Fever Hospital, and he 
feared that there may be an epidemic. 

Owing to the lack of accommodation, two 
female fever patients had to be placed in the 
same ward as four male patients. They were, 
of course, screened off, but the position was 
horrible. The nurses’ kitchen and bedrooms 
were simp! a continuation of the fever ward, 
from which they were separated only by a 
wooden partition. To reach their quarters 
the nurses had to pass through the ward. 
Three years ago these conditions led to a 
nurse's death and the narrow escape of 
another from death by typhus. The nurses 
now refuse to use the apartments. 

The engineer was directed to construct a 
staircase to enable the nurses to reach the 
apartments from outside the building.

TRANSFERRED CIVIL SERVANTS. 
TO THB EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Six,—In common with other transferred 
Civil Servants, I have received a typed 
circular from the Cumann na nGaedheal 
organisation, signed by J. J. Walsh and 
others, asking for a substantial contribution 
to the funds of the society. They point out 
the heavy «debts. contracted in. creating a 
Government which has given security to life 
and property, and that a special effort is 
now necessary to meet the challenge to the 
State of anarchy and those opposed to stable 
government; and, further, that the private 
citizen can only claim to be ‘‘ non-political ”’ 
at the heavy cost of seeing his liberties in- 
vaded and his rights fiched from him. 
Permit me to show a little of the other side 
of the picture. ‘ 
At the present moment, I venture to state, 
the bulk of the transferred Civil Servants 
are teeming with disaffection, entirely because 
their liberties have been invaded and their 
rights filched from them. In the late test 
case, Wigg and Cochrane versus the State, 
the judge gave verdict and costs in our 
favour. The Government appealed, and the 
decision was reversed. It was decided by 
the whole of the Civil Service to petition 
the Government to set up an arbitration 
board similar to the English Whitley 
Councils; but the Government refused, and 
in liew foisted upon us a conciliation scheme 
so constituted that the Civil Servant had 
fio represéhtation. The Minister for Finance 
constitutes himself judge and jury. 
It will readily be seen that, as the majority 
of ‘the Civil Servants have contributed to a 
fund. to further fight the Government to 
obtain their rights under the terms of the 
Treaty, it is not human to expect that the 
appeal to Civil Servants from Cumann na 
nGaedheal can be received with any en- 
thusiasm. To its own loyal transferred staff 
a young Government should be just and 
above reproach. Given this happy condition, 
a call for substantial help from transferred 
Civil Servants would not fall on deaf ears.—

DUNLOPS A FIRM FEATURE. 


A generally steady tone prevailed in the 
London Stock Markets yesterday, but busi- 
ness showed no expansion. A slightly easier 
tendency was noticeable at one time when 
it was announced that the directors of the 
Kank of England had made no change in the 
Bank rate. The decline, however, was 
small, and towards the close prices hardened 
again. A feature was the continued 
strength of Argentines in the Colonial and 
foreign Rail market. A good business was 
put through, and ES were again marked 
higher. A generally steady to firm tone 
ruled in the Gilt-edged market. Prices were 
inclined to ease at one time owing to the 
Bank rate decision, but they hardened later, 
and, with a couple or so exceptions, left off 
unchanged, Very little alteration was re- 
corded in Fore Government Stocks. 
Home Rails were also quiet, but, after allow- 
ing for the reduction of the dividends, prices 
were lower. Among Industrials, Courtaulds 
were somewhat quieter, the price moving 
within narrower limits, and closing without 
much alteration. Other Textiles were steady 
to dull. Dunlops were a good feature, and 
they finished appreciably higher on the day's 
business. Despite a firmer tone in the market 
for the commodity, Rubber shares were 
irregular. 


RUMOURED BANK AMALGAMATION, 

Reports were revived of an alliance be- 
tween the National Bank of South Africa and 
Barclays Bank. Rumours of such an 
arrangement have been afloat for some time 
past (says the Daily Mail), and have 
naturally been coupled with Barclays Bank 
allied and affiliated institutions—Barclays 
Bauk (over-seas), the Anglo-Egyptian R 
and the Colonial Bank, whose authorised 
capital was recently increased to provide for 
extensions, the nature of which, the chair- 
man stated in April. it would be premature 
to disclose. In official quarters it was stated 
that no statement could be made yet by way 
of confirmation or denial of the rumours. 


BARCLAY’S BANK “ MONTHLY

INTERESTING MOVEMENTS. 


The reserve of the Bank of England in the 
week ended August 12 shows an increase of 
£822,832, raising the total to £38,755,359 
The expansion was mainly due to a return of 
notes from circulation, that item showing a 
decline of £1,066,215, but the coin sand 
bullion showed a diminution of £243,000, 
reducing the total to £164,257,000. Market 
borrowing from the Bank of England is re- 
flected in an expansion of £3,376,000 in the

the net result of these movements is an addi- 
tion to the ‘other deposits” of only

PREFERENCE TO THE FOREIGNER. 
After quoting further figures in support of 


+ their case, Mr. Read declared that it was 


obvious that Irish whiskey was suffering from 
a very serious reduction im demand, and that 
foreign agricultural labour was being sub- 
sidised to the expense of the home agricultural 
labourer. It was now proposed to give a huge 
subsidy to foreign manufacturers to promote 
the growing of beet, while the existing manv- 
factories, intensely developed for nearly two 
centuries, in which Irish capital was invested, 
would be blotted out. 
There would be no necessity in the Free 
State for the prohibition of spirits if the 
people sidtieat to submit to the present 
spirit duty. The distillers would be blotted 
out, and the poteen manufacturer would have 
the time of his lie, while the people, by its 
use, would be degraded mentally, morally and 
physically. They held magnificent stocks of 
well-matured pot still whiskey, and they 
asked the right to dispose of their wares on 
equitable terms, instead of being bled white 
and driven out of existence by the most in- 
equitable tax ever imposed in Ireland. 

FALL IN THE REVENUE. 
In the year 1857 there was duty paid on 
over eleven million proof gallons of spirits 
for consumption in [reland—of course, this 
was in addition to the very considerable duties 
on foreign spirits and wines, then freely con- 
sumed. Allowing even for a decline in the 
population of one-half, the consumption of 
spirits now should be in or about four to five 
million proof gallons, but, instead, it scarcely 
works out at one million proof gallons for 
Ireland. Does not this in itself show how 
severely the farming industry is hit? In other 
words, if the consumption of whiskey in the 
Free State is, say, one million proof gallons 
as compared with eleven million proof gallons 
in 1857, it means there is less than one-tenth 
of the tilldge area required for barley; and it 
should be unnecessary for me to state that 
— all this period the pot still distillers 
of Ireland have absolutely maintained the un- 
questioned high quality of their product by 
using Irish cereals only. 

Consider for one moment the duty on high- 
class pot still whiskey. It is about ten times 
as much as the price of the original proof 
gallon—viz., 728. 6d. duty to 7s. or 7s. 6d., 
price to buyer—while the price of an original 

reof gallon of grain spirit, so largely used 
in practically all Scotch whiskey, is about 2s., 
but the duty on that, when available, is 
thirty-five times its cost price to the buyer. 

THE PRICE OF THE SHARES.
